Evei->- thinking American nui.st realize that this coimti-v now face.i 
a .situation without parallel fither during the war or liefore it. 

Before the war we were \nmy at protliiaion of all the things re- 
quired by a peacetime ecotiumy. We maintained a hi^h stanrlartl 
ot living, supported the government with -cur taxes, exported to 
foreign countries and enjoyed imports fromthem. 

Then came the war Production was j^teppd up to unprecedented 
ievdsand devoted alnmst entirely to military needs. Production of 
civilian goods was reduced to the barest necessities. 

Now the war is over. We turn again to supplying civilian need.'^, 
isut today these needs unfilled for four long years are at the high- 
est peak of all tmie— our government's tax requirements are no 
longer the staggering: needs of war but they are still the enormous 
needs of war s aftermath— many times greater than before the war. 
Ifiere is also immediate urgent need for all kinds of ffoods to aid 
the recovery and rehabilitation of a war-torn world. 

The simple fact is that we have a big job ahead of us. 

We can't pet it done on the prewar basis of work. 

Wc must produce far more now tlinn ever before! 

Hccognizing these problems we have made the following proposal:

only if we produce more. 

The rcu^oii for tliis proposal to eliantie the law is tlmt the; present 
law inittinR- the penalty of overtime pay of 50^: on the extra hours 
over -10 (iiscournges employers and business gcncrallv from planniuir 
mich extra hours of production thereby tendiufr to reduce the coimtrv 
to a ^0-hotir week when the country and the world are dcmaiidini' 
more production at lower pnce.i. 

With this change in the work week we propose that all watte 
rates ho mcrea.ed approximatDly 6',;. so that men workintr -15 hoi.r.s 
at the new BtnuKht time rates will make as much money an they do 
loiv for 45 hours of work. This proiioaal would increase tiie e'lrniiicH 
of those working less than 45 hour.s and would al.so iiiL-reuse the cxln 
compensation for any hour.s worked over -15 since micIi hours would 
EC paid for at time-and-a-half based on the new rate.i. 

Your first impression of Um proposal probahly wil! be that it is 
a renctionary idea and not in the interest of labor. It is not re- 
nctionnry any more than working longer hours in the war emergency 
Wis. We arc inirc that it is in the best interest.t of all tlic people of 
our country and particularly in the beat interests of nil workmen. 

If the 40-hour week was sound prewar and the .IS-hour week 
during the war the 45-hour week is. sound for the immediate period 
loUowing such a world catastrophe as we have been throuirh. All 
Americans are expectinff an even higher standard of iivinR po.st- 
nar than wc had prewar. This can be accomplished at tliis time only 
by prcMiucing more as we now must carry the huge additional tax 
tJurden anti other expenses growing out of the war. Tho simple fact 
IB that w-e have A big: job ahead of us. We cannot get it done on tlie 
pres^ir basis of work. We must produce far more than we did in 
the past. 

ThB workmen of other nations will work far more than ^5 hourn. 
in msny cases they will have only a bare nubsiatenco livinff while 
they are doins: it. Because of the lack of good tools and machinery 



like tho.ie supplied by employers in our country. 
This proposal has much to recommead it. 

1, It avoid^i a substantial reduction in weekly earnings. 

2. It prevenis inflation and preserves tho purchasing power of 
war bonds, insurnnce, social security and other savings. 

fi. It doe.i not upset the balance between agricultural workers 

salaried workers aad indu.strial workers. 
■I, It will produce more goods and services and the people of our 

country will have more. 
E, It will create more good jobs and the employment of more 
people. Just as many men and women will be employed in our 
plants on a .15-hour week as on a 40-hour week. And it will 
allow the use of our plants for the extra five hours when they 
would olherw-iae be idle. 

6. It will stimulate bufiincss activity and create more jobs and 
result in the employment of many more people in all related 
buaincs.iea, 

7. If our plants could be scheduled to work on this basis wo would 
produce nine ears where we would otherwise have produced 
only eiglit. It will mean that one man out of nine will have 
a car who would othenvise go without 

We believe that a 45-hour week is necessary and desirable durini 
ttic period of iio.itwar reconstruction for the following reasons, 
). During this period our country will be shipping food materials 
and machinery to other countries all over the world to help 
them tehiibilitiitc themselves and avoid starvation. 
2. We still have the extra cxi>en3e of bringing our fighting men 
back home and fitting them into civilian work. 

8. We still have high taxes which necessarily are a charge 
against indu.stry and all producers. 

A. To develop and apply technological improvements and to re- 
organize industry takes time — years not months. 

It is hoped that at the end of this postwar teconatruction 

period 

L Our relations with other countries will be on the basis of a 
two-way alieet where we Hhall get back goods and services 
for thu.'ie we supply. 

2. The fighting men will bo back at peacetime work and the 
aftermath of tho war will bo over. 

3, Government expense and the number of government em- 
ploycs will be reduced and not be such an excessive burden on 
all producers. 

'I, Technological improvements — the better ways of doing all 
the thinga tlijit are necessary to deliver products to customers 
— will have' become effective. 

Wc can then have a ■tO-hour week with more leisure time and 
more goods and services and can continue to improve the standard 
of living of all Americana.
